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RURAL  ELECTRIFICATION  ADMINISTRATION 


December  21,  1937 


The  Rural  Electrification  Administration  today  made  its  first  allotment 
of  funds  to  a project  complying  with  the  new  pre-allotment  requirements.  The 
allotment  is  $100,000,  to  be  used  by  the  South  Central  Rural  Electric  Cooperative 
of  Lancaster,  Ohio,  to  construct  an  85-mile  addition  to  its  present  RSA-financed 
system. 


Under  the  old  plan,  many  important  but  routine  and  unspectacular  steps 


which  have  to  be  taken  before  actual  construction  can  begin,  were  not  Started  in- 
many  cases  until  after  the  project  had  been  approved  and  money  for  it  earmarked, 
although  not  obligated  by  contract.  Under  the  new  plan,  these  steps  must  be  taken 
or  preparations  and  commitments  made  for  them  before  funds  mil  be  allotted,  thus 
clearing  the  way  for  construction  to  start  much  sooner.  Among  the  pre-allotment 
requirements  are  the  following: 


1.  Detailed,  true- scale  project  map  showing  the  location  of  every 
prospective  user  along  the  proposed  lines,  whether  signed  or  not. 

2.  Signed  easements  for  the  line  from  property  owners. 

3.  Paid-up  membership  applications  from  the  signed  customers, 
to  defray  necessary  organization  expenses,  such  as  indi- 
cated in  item  4. 

4.  Formal  incorporation  of  a qualified  organization  to  operate 
the  project,  with  geographic  representation  of  all  parts 

of  the  project  area  on  the  board  of  directors,  and  tenta- 
tive selection  of  legal  and  engineering  counsel  and  project 
superintendent . 

5.  Enough  tentative  preliminary  negotiations  for  wholesale 
power  to  assure  a supply  of  energy  at  a satisfactory  rate. 

The  original  project  constructed  by  the  South  Central  Rural  Electric 


Cooperative  consists  of  96  miles  of  line  designed  to  serve  some  400  customers 
eventually.  REA  has  lent  $105,000  to  finance  the  construction,  which  is  reported 
to  be  complete  with  final  inspection  today.  The  Superintendent,  Darwin  Kindi er, 
reported  that  more  than  three  customers  nor  mile  have  already  wired  for  service 
along  the  new  lines.

$55  ,000  will  he  used  for  increased  costs  in 
construction,  installation,  etc,  on  the  venerat- 
ing plant  and  $12,000  will  be  used  for  mis- 
cellaneous contingencies  which  may  arise  in  the

Additional  allotment  of  $25,000  to  complete  the/ 
project.  This  makes  a total  of  $592,926 
allotted  to  build  587  miles  of  lino  to  serve 
about  2,200  customers  in  Boone  County. 


Additional  allotment  of  $4,000  to  complete  the 
project.  This  makes  a total  of  $85,000 
allotted  to  date  to  build  80  miles  of  lino  to 
serve  about  236  customers  in  Kanabec,  Pine, 
Isanti  and  Chisago  Counties.  The  project  also 
has  been  allotted  $5,000  to  finance  wiring 
and  plumbing  installations. 

Allotment  of  $326,000  to  build  312  miles  of 
lino  to  serve  about  050  customers  in  Clay, 
Lowndes,  Noxubee  and  Oktibbeha  Counties.  The 
Works  Progress  Administration  has  allotted 
$60,000  for  this  uroject,  in  addition  to  the 
REA  allotment.  The  source  of  power  will  bo 
the  TVA;  the  usual  TVA  rates  will  apply.
